2. Document D1 , which is considered to represent the most relevant state of the art, 
discloses (see whole document) "A catheter device for delivery and implantation of a 
self-expanding implant with a first shaft member being a push wire and a second 
shaft member being a pull tube" 

From this, the subject matter of independent claim 1 differs from this known catheter 
in that the first shaft member is a pull wire and the second shaft member is a pusher 
tube. 



2.1 The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore novel (Article 33(2) PCT). 

The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as reducing or 
eliminating the need for compensation of axial strain of the implant prior to 
deployment. 

2.2 The solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 is the fact that the pusher element is 
a tube and therefore has a more inherent resistance to elastic axial compression than 
a wire. Hence, the present application is considered as having an inventive step 
(Article 33(3) PCT). 

2.3 Claims 2-1 8 and 20 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meet the 
requirements of the PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step.
